This work was first conceived in 1975 as a set of jazz variations 
for Toronto violist Steve Dann in the style of such improvisors 
as Stephan Grappeli and Joe Venuti. The current version is a 
complete reconsideration of the original concept in which only 
the structural design of the 12-bar blues is retained. The 
melodic material, though conforming to the basic harmonic plan 

of the blues, is an extremely chromatic interpretation of these 
chords. The tape/percussion accompaniment is modelled after 
"street concerts" one might hear on the Yonge Street strip.
